President Nixon Friday ordered 
his attorney' general to prepare 
legislation 
restoring

punishment for kidnapers who 
kill their victim.

General William ...B Saxbe said: 
“The 
only 
practical 
way 
to 
deter kidnapers is to make the 
penalty so severe that they will 
think twice before attempting 
it.'”

The 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
June 29, 1972, that the death, 
penalty as now administered in 
the United States is “ cm©! and 
unusual punishment,” forbidden 
by the Constitution be cans© of 
the hit-or-miss manner in which 
various state laws on capital 
punishment are applied.

Suprem.e 
Court’s 
objections. 


The measure would make 'the 
death penalty mandatory for 
federal 
crimes 
under 
certain 
conditions, including kidnaping 
in which a death occurs. 


Saxbe’s 
statement 
said 
he 
was 
“especially 
concerned” 
about the rash of kidnapings, 
singling out the case of Patricia 
Hearst’s 
abduction 
in 
San 
Francisco. 


“We are an open society,” 
Saxbe 
said, “ and we 
cannot 
place our 
children 
or 
other 
loved 
ones 
under 
constant 
guard.” 


Restoration of capital punish­ 
ment “ would not affect kidnap­ 
ings 
already 
committed,” he 
said, 
“but 
it 
could 
help to 
prevent them in the future.” 


Haig 
said 
Nixon 
did 
not 
mention the Hearst case, but 
Saxbe said that kidnaping “has 
made 
it 
clear 
to 
us 
what 
personal anguish these terrible 
crimes cause.” 


“The P r e s i d e n t charged 
Saxbe with reviewing whatever 
additional measures the federal 
government might take to heal 
this 
problem 
of 
kidnaping,” 
Haig said.

difficult to raise. Rivets holding 
its iron plates have deteriorated 
in places and much of the hull 
is marine encrusted. 
The wreckage of the 112-foot 
craft, said Newton, is past the 
safe range for skin diving and 
lies in a depression at the edge 
of the Gulfstream where two-

The Monitor, often called the 
“ cheesebox

JOHNNY HAZARD 
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NATIONAL PARK DESECRATION 
It has not been too many years ago that we 
made two trips to beautiful Yosemite 
National Park in California, one of which 
included Sequoia National Park and Kings 
Canyon We brought home some gorgeous 
color movies and slides of the unmatched 
scenery of the High Sierras. 
In Yosemite the first time, we came in from 
the east over Tioga pass, and it was a “dry” 
season, and the streams and falls were mere 
trickles, dried, up, and Yosemite itself was 
only a mist. On the second trip the Merced 
River was in flood, and water W «15 gushing 
everywhere, falls were roaring and spouting 
from all sides. 
We observed on these trips the beginnings 
of the comings of the rowdy peoples to the 
parklands. . .the disorderly, the disrespect­ 
ful, the indecent, the disrupters, the 
dishelved. They observed no park rules, 
invited disorder, and rudeness was their 
watchword. It was not safe for girls and 
young boys to be unaccompanied many 
places in the park. 
The Wall Street Journal reports that in 
California’s Yosemite National Park the 
crime rate has jumped 253 per cent during the 
last decade. In 1972 alone, this particular 
park was the scene of three murders, three 
rapes, seven robberies, 18 assaults, 142 
burglaries and 624 thefts, Disorderly conduct 
became such a problem that a special section 
was set aside solely for the use of rowdy 
young people so that they would not bother 
other visitors, That was a major error, for the 
young people took over this section and drove 
out the park rangers. 
There is much to support the view that it is 
time to adopt a hard line on crime, regardless 
of where it is committed. Beefing up police 
forces and law enforcement classes will help 
curb the actions of those who do not respect 
the rights or property of others. But greater 
assurance of apprehension will not deter the 
wrongdoer unless he is also reasonably 
certain that a fair hearing, court action and 
some penalty will follow his unlawful acts. 
Special areas should not be set aside for the 
disorderly in our national parks any more 
than an habitual criminal should be allowed 
to roam the streets. These people are a threat 
to the lives, rights and property of all those 
around them. Progress in the effort to curb 
criminal action has been made. More must be 
achieved if the time is to come again when it 
will be possible to walk the streets of our 
great cities without fear of being assaulted, 
and if the places of beauty in our national 
parks are to be sanctuaries of nature’s 
tranquility for all to enjoy.
